Tbora was no one mora nnlToraally be- 
loTed by his achonlmates, and admired by 

the inbabttantB of our country village than 
Harry Watson. There was a becoming 
modesty about bis mannera, a refinement 
about his ways, a saavity in his disposition, 
a benevolence in bis heart, and a warmth of 
affection in his boaom, whioli von for him 
tha •atoMB of tha yooog and old. Baldom, 
if ever, waa Harry Wataon aaaa Mraigpod 
as a priaooer for a miadamaanor baforo Obo 
daak of old Gaorga Clark, tba villaga aoboal- 
maatarjand every whare waa ha held op aa a 
worthy example forimitation by the parents 
of his Bcbool-mates, and by old George 
Clark, who with emphasis would often ex- 
claim tbat Harry Watson would become a 
great man yet. Yet no one was more 
•prightly in the play or fond of amasement 
tiMn Harry. 

Hairy Wataon waa tba-oiely aoa of a poor 
widow, wbo wa» eompoUod tbcongb aeeaa- 
aity to goio bar Hvalibood by bar naadla. — 
Bis father bad died when be was yet but a 
child, and bad been one of tbe most influ- 
ential as well as aiHnent men in the village. 
At bis death he lelt all his earthly posses- 
sions to bis bereaved wife; but she enjoyed 
tbeir blessings only a short time: for some 
avaricious and dishonest oeighbora attempt- 
ad to break the will of Obarlaa Watson, and 
after a kmc triai, tb^y *oeooadad,a«d ebaa>- 
tad tha balpl«M widow eot of ovary dollar 
of bar ptoparty, nod she became suddenly 
poor. Tfaara^remmaoy hearts tb«tsvmpa- 
tbized with the unfortunate widow; for they 
were coocious that by an unjuBl trial — by 
bribery and deception — she bad been wron- 
ged oat of her rightful poaaasaiona.— 
▲tbrngb Iboro oamo a ebango, an ao- 
ezp^cted change over the circomstaoeaa 
of Mra. Watson, yet in ber misforlonea she 
waa atill aa mncb tboogbt of, a^U aa teapee- 
tad m wban abe loda in ber golden car of 
prosperity, and plenty filled her hearth. — 
For Mrs. Watson waa an exemplary Chris- 
tian, and ber benevolence to the poor had 
made bur beloved and admired by all Kx- 
ercisiog that true, Gcnl-liko piety which re 
veals iuelf distinctly in tha outward walk 
through a whole ooaraa of life, aha did not 
neglect to ioslal tba true prinoipi^^f i»o- 
rality deeply within tbayoaog bowtof 'bor 
son, and to taoflb bim th« aaerad preoapta of 
religion, and tlHia to to build within bia bo- 
aom a foundation of virtue, which would 
lead him safely through the labyrinths of 
temptation, and throw around bim a mantle 
of morality which would protect him in af- 
ter years from the fascination of vice. 

We have remarked tbat Harry waa band- 
some — and so, iLdead bo waa. Hia light 
b!oo eyes, hU nut-brown hair, which eorled 
liaaotifally over hia snow-white oxpanaive 
forehead, the Ibsaltbfut glow opon bia 
cheeks, withal, gave him a vary., faacinating 
thoDgb feminipa appearance. JLndthiawaa 
Harry Wataon. It was not much to be 
wondered at, then, that be was a favorite 
with all tho girls of tbe village, and a par- 
ticular one of Clara Gray's tbe joutbful 
iMlle of Greenvilltown. Clara was a sweet 
and lovely creature, and many were tbe 
young hearts who sought to win ber smiles, 
to steal a kisa from her rose bod Him, to be 
her mate in tha play, or bar guardian wban 
we strolled through tha foreata or ovar tbe 
green bills; l>at Harry Wataon^ WM ftlwaya 
tbe successfot aspirant. 

Clara Gray was the only daughter of the 
wealthy farmer Gray, wboao bona* atood a 
little back from tbo viUsgo, oo Um books 
of • rippling attiaam* Hooo wan greater 
friandi «i«b 8^{iB4^ WataOo* and ' Farmer 
Gray; and since his do— aia. MidtthO'ebaoga 
of circnmstanees of tba Wataoni, ft never • 
theless did not lessen tbe friendship which 
bad ever existed between the two fsmilies. 

Time flaw rapidly away, Harry Watson 
grew with bis years. None could excel him 
in drawing and painting, and bis beantifnl 
«paeimaB8 alwaya gained for him the high- 
eat mark of favor at onr yearly exhibitions. 
Harry was a poet, too; and aa be grew older, 
his propenBities for painting and. poetry be- 
came more visibly developed. Nought 
would please h'ni mora than totake a Btroll 
along the banks of the the little stream 
tbat coursed its way around the village, and 
sketch tbe scene before bim, and then to 
Qooipoaa something io verse to his Clara. — 
BatwoBUMt bnrry jon witb our sketch, 
throw «way tbo intorvooiyg ]Ma'B..of Harry's 
acboQl boy daycoRto a«,,J|^r. wban be 
was aboat to Ud farewell to bis frloodS; and 
Bchool-mafea. and take a journey far away 
to try bia fortune in the busy world. 

It was a bright spring morning when in 
front of ibe habitation of widow Watson

There were toars in many 
oyas. tbora wore aigba baft*«d<#nM many a 
boaom, asd.baatto^bat wan aoftowfol and 
aad. 

God bleM yon, my boy! Mind tba ad- 
vice that I have always given fOU b e' 
bonest, faithful to every doty, and you will 
j grow up to manhood respected and honored." 
And then that dear old mother of Harry's 
lifted her trembling hand above bia droop- 
ing bead, and with a faltering TOiea bream- 
ed a silent blessing on bar boy. 

'Good bye, Harry' eanlis'from many a sad- 
dened heart; and as I reached forth to grasp 
bit band and falter those sorrowful words, 
oh! 1 1 shall never forget how warmly he

And then he bent his way toward a group 
of girls standing on the gteee lawn a little 
distant from as. I need not tell tbat Clara 
waa there— of tha vowa that were made — of 
tbe parting kiss— of tha rose-bud that was 
espied on Harry's boooHi as be fnoanted tbe 
coach, iftnte aad silent we stood watching 
thatolddoaeb asit rattled witb Its heavy 
wheels ovaftbe rood until it nfooeied the 
hill-top in tbe distance, and thSn we could 
discern a white handkerchief waving for a 
moment in the bands of Harry-^and It and 
tbe loved one it held was lost to our vision. 

Harry Watson found his wsy to New I 
York, where he procured a sltnation as a 
cabin-boy on board of a packet bound to 
Liverpool. His npright deportmeat, bia 
polite manasra and bia Intelligenefi won 
rot bim tbe warm aateena of the oaptain, 
and made bim many friends of tboso wbo 
were passengers oa board. Among tbaae 
waa a celebrated American Artist, who 
vf»9 on his way to Italy to study under 
some of the polished professors of that land 
of refinement and art. He discovered in 
Harry tbe strength, of his mind, the pro- 
pensities which charsoteriaad bim — and was 
surprised at the specimens of paintings 
which Harry showed him — a few ot which 
be had braagbt with btm. 

Sis laenibi bad passed away, add then 
we find Harry Watson in the laboratory of 
an American Aatist in the beautiful city of 
Naples — himse.f already a promising aspi- 
rant of tbe art. Tbe friends ef Harry had 
not'beard of him since he left, and many 
were predictions as to bis fate. Years sped 
and still oar comrade did not return. One 
by coo uy youthful oompanions- were leav- 
ing Ibeir bomatetada^ and at laat il oitme my 
tora. I' bid farewell to my relatives^ kissed 
tbo braws of tbo village girls, shook the 
last remnant of the relies of that old group 
of seven, and was myself a wanderer in the 
world — an aspirant after honor and station. 

Five long yeard had passed into eternity, 
and I had wandered far over the world, — 
had grown tomaohood— hot atill in my dis- 
tant home I had beard notbing from my 
old sehool-mate. 

It waa a bright May morning as when 
Hsrry Watsoa left his native place, tbat the 
same old village coach came rattling up the 
road. It stopped in front ot tbe residence 
of widow Watson and a gay-dressed gen- 
tleman, perhaps some two-and-twenty 
years old. deceoded from it. His heavy 
moustache gave him a foreign appearance; 

£at he was remarkably handsome. He 
noeked at tbe bnmble door, and an old 
man of yeara and wrinklee opeoed 'and bade 
him enter. 
I balieve you do not fooelleeime sir. 
Tbe o!d nkn gazed Ibr'a moment upon 
the stranger— it waa but for a moment for 
he tottered towards him, grasped him warm- 
ly by the hand, and said: — 

Why, Harry Watson, is it you? How 
glad I am to see you.

Ia tho midst' of his embamssmeoU ia tbe 
Russian campaign of 1812, whan tba j;reat 
Napolbok lost nearly hia whole army, it 
was proposed to him to emaodpate the 
Russian serfs. There were : forty or fifty 
millions of tbenvt Md they were «dUlte men. 
The Rusdane feared their alavea, and adopt- 
ed ovwy maana in their power to prevent 
insurrections among them. Hazlitt, in his 
life of Kapolbob, says: 

"One ^eat fear of tbe Russians was, that 
their slaTes would rise up and throw off 
ibeir boadage; and it waa, tberefore, an ob^ 
jeet-topreveat their having any eotamnni- 
eatfoB Witb tbo Fraoeb. They made use of 
the moertm pi Ob a b l a i pd -d bi wittag faUea 
to exelte their terMrai«d'batr«<l,felMorttelr 
ignorance '«nd degradation. It was their 
dread that tha doctrines of the revolution 
might loosen their grasp on the wretched 
serfs, wbo composed the population of the 
country, that first made them send their 
barbarona hordes against tbe French terri- 
torf, tba eonsequences of which now name 
back to themselvea, to ^^•ii'j^pfinite bomw 
and snrpriae, in tbe'abapb Waw invasipn: 
which might prodnce the a«»»a i be t.* * 
Says another writer: 

"The slaves were very favorable to the 
French, fur they expected to gain their lib- 
erty by their assistance. Tha iouryeoM, or 
slaves, who bad been enfranchised, and who 
inhabited the little towns, were well dis- 
posed to head an insurrection against the 
noblesse. This was tbe reason why the Rus- 
sians resolved to set fire to all tbe towns on 
the route of the army — an immense loss, in- 
dependent of tbat of Moaoow." — History of 
tka Captivity e/ JtTd^pqltpii, ^ M t om t iaim, vol . 
ill, p.aJ2.

Mx Bbab ISfin: ' I read with aaosoal In- 
terest and Satisfaction debate which oc- 

cnrred in the Senate on the l6th ult., npon 
the resolution of Mr. Ttumball, and desire 
to express my thanks for the sentiments and 
thoughts which tha occasion elicited from 
you. My convictions and sympathies are 
with you thoroughly when you say. "I do 
not believe that it (imprisonment npon 
ktfrea do ceyeket^ promotes the purposes of 
those who desire to see this Union brought 
together mgilUm-r-i^ object, of all othera, to 
me the iaost desirable^ if it be poaaible."- 

In my eatimation, the mover of the in- 
quiry deserves the gratitude of freemen 
every-where, and only utters truth with 
force when he declares that "the power 
without charge, without examination, with- 
out opportunity of reply, at the click of tbe 
telegraph, to arrest a man in a peaceable 
portion of the country and imprison bim," is 
"of tha essence of despotism.'* AikFyetthe 
poblte mind thus far would aeem to- have 
been aoareely more renaed by cnmnt events 
of this character than it was, years ago, when 
we received accounts of similar incarcera- 
tions, ordered by tbe father of the now de- 
posed king of the Two Sicilies. How in- 
credible it will appear hereafter, when his- 
tory shall be written up, tbat at this- period 
of the Republic the constitutional safe- 
guards of peraonal liberty could have been 
so eaaily and wil4 sO HtUe «npamt«Moam 
swept away. 

The Secretary of State, on the SiOtb alt., 
four days alter the debate in which jfH p*t- 
ticipated, addressed an eg^SetoI hote to me, 
which seems to illnstrate in a striking man- 
ner, tbe slight grounds, or rather the ground- 
less suspicions, npon which in these times 
citizens are liable to suffer in reputation, if 
not in loss of libhrty. I'replied without de- 
lay, and, so far as I am personally affected, 
nwy;'£trast, well leave the matteria quiet- 
ness npona the filea of the department. It is 
my belief, however, tbatlno recent meaaure 
has been frsngbt witb more mischief than 
the issuing of Irfi^et deeaclutt and eonse- 
quoot arrests and impri^onmentB, in violation 
of tbe provisions of the Constitution; and 
that the earlier tbe system is effectually 
checked, the better it will be for theGovern- 
meut and the country, as well as for the sub- 
jects of opprsasioD. The evidence is abun- 
dant to show that the plea of necessity, ex- 
cept iu the preaence or immediate neighbor- 
bbbd'oflHb W ybnaias, wbaM His tdiiiols- 
tration of law under the usual fonAs may 
be inevitably suspended, u not gMolonsly 
fqeepted by the mass of the people. IToion 
without security for personal liberty is not 
the Union which they bave cherished und 
to tbe restoration of which they look with 
earnest desire and hope. 

Notbing, perhaps, could express more 
cloarly their views oo this point than the 
language of the great modem historian, who 
died at a comparatively recent period, leav- 
ing bis work incomplete. In traetog tbe 
^cceaaive !steps in the progress of Bfifbb 
liberty, Mr. Macaulay says: "We have been 
taught, by long experience, that we can not 
without danger suffer any breach of tbe Con- 
stitutton to pass unnoticed." "As we can 
not, without the risk of evils from which 
imagination recoils, employ physical force 
as a check on misgovernment, it is evidently 
our wisdom to keep al I conatitutional checks 
on misgovernment in the highest state of 
c£Bcienoy — to watch with jealousy tbs first 
beginnings of eocroachment, and never to 
Buffer irregularities, even when barmless in 
themselves, to pass unchallenged, ICat they 
acquire tbe force of precedoBts." Wbo in 
our land will afGrm tbat any other doctrine 
is worthy of those wbo hold their rights 
under a solemn, written charter? It is 
cheering to know tbat inquiry has been 
moved in the right quarter, and that able 
and fearless men are stirred by a sense of 
what :s due to ourfellow-citisens, wbo bate 
Iraen imprisoned without assignment of eaose 
and discharged without explanation: and, 
yet more, such as are still in confinement 
aod precluded by guards and prison bolts 
from tbe privilege of tbe 'great writ of liber- 
ty," and thus of confronting, before a com- 
petent jndicial tribunal, snggestion of crime, 
which tbe act of imprisonment itself implies. 
Of thu latter elasa, I believe, from my 
knowledge of the men. are not a faw wmthy 
sons of Maryland, who love the Union aa 
yon do, and wbo have striven, not to destroy, 
but to preserve it. If free from any taint of 
crime, as I take them to be, they will derive 
unfailing capacity for endurance from the 
consciousness that they have never nourish- 
ed their manly strength to strike stont blows 
at tbe.fot^odi^ions which thair fatb^srs laid 
'.—tbat they have never par^o^patod in linea 
of action, or in startling ntteranoes, calcu- 
lated to encourage aggression upon the righta 
and institutions of sovereign* States— to 
foster sectional distrust and animosity, or to 
inaugurate coL^ict between different parts of 
the Confederation, aod thus to weaken unity 
of feeling, interest and purpose. If, on tbe 
Other ba%d, they are guilty, the law will 
iaft!^ ada^oi|te paniahmeot, whatever tbat 
may may. be. aa it ahould do. But how 
long ia auch durance, without a heariuf to be 
their allotment?

An extract from a late speech of Dr. 'Sd^ 
son B. Olds in the Legislature of Ghio, giV*' 
ing an aeoonnt ol'bis experience at Lafli^ 
yette: 

"Mr. Speaker, could there be a military 
necessity, that at a time when no armed foe 
stood upon tbe soil of Pennsylvania, tba 
President should send his minions into that 
State, and steal Dennis Haick, a poor labor' 
ing Irishman ont of bis potato patch, and 
carry him in his torn, dirty clothes, an4 
crownless old straw hat, tbat had. gtoW|| 
black with the sun of many summers. In 
Port Lafiayette,'aiid keep bim -for weeks asA 
weekaetWay from bia suffering family? 

Was H a military necessity because tba 
children of a man in Michigan, had raised 
apon a pole a rag through which they had 
been straining blackberries, and because 
some malicious neighbor bad said that tbe 
rag was a secesh flag, that the man should 
be eeiaed by tbe minions of the President 
and carried to Fort Lafayette, and kept fotf 
riit moots a prisoner? ^ 
' Was it a military necessity, that Senned^ 
and Baker shouid arrest the young and beaotf 
tiful aod accomplished Mrs. Brin8made,an4 
keep her for more than a month in aolitary 
confinement; and deprive^ Iter of all oom* 
munication with her friends and relatives; 
with none to attend to bar wants and neces- 
sities, except the mala pim^' wid' >pi«i of 

her captors? 

Was it a military necessity, tbat when 
Baker, tha libertine,* with all his appliances 
of despotbm bad' failed in ber sedoetion, b« 
and Kennedy, in order to screen tbenuelv^ 
from tbe deep damnation their isondnot de- 
manded, ahould be permitted by inaendOea 
and insinuations to blacken her characterf i 

Was it a military necessity that, near tbe 
boar of midnight, my bouse should be 
broken into by armed ruffians, and that with 
revolvers pressed into ray ears I should be 
dragged out of a sick bed and hurried out 
of tbe State and placed in solitary confine* 
meat in a damp and loatbso|Be>oaU in Foil 
Lafayette? 

Was it a militory necessity tbat I sbonid 
be taken into a room where arannd me 1^ 
in heaps handcuffs, ohaina and. manaoleSf 
and there stripped, and searched and robbed 
of my money, my watch, my spectacles, Uid 
even the mediolno which I was osiagf^ 
Was it a military necessity that t should 
be deprived of such nourishment and drink 
aa my sickness required? Was it a military 
necessity that a sentry should be placed 
my oeirdoor. aod for (wenty-two days and 
nights I should be annoyed In my WOak^taid 
nervous condition by bis eontinned trampi 
tramp, tramp? Waa it a military necessity 
that I should be denied the use of a Bible? 

Mr. Speaker, I must relate a scene that 
was once witnessed in Fort Lafayette, that I 
may inquire of gentlemen if it could be 
palliated upon the plea of military necessity? 
There were at one time confined in one oT 
tha prison rooms of the Fort some twenty- 
five or thirty personi;one of these poor fel- 
lows waa very sick* and hardly expected to 
Ifv»to dseaaothei day. When the guard 
came around to look up the oells, thesa 
prisoners bagged that for that one night al 
least they might be permitted to have a 
candle in their cell; and as monstrous and 
inhomao as it may saem, in this boasted 
land of liberty, civilization and Christianity, 
thie request was refused, and these prison^ 
erp were locked up in their dark prison- 
house with the dyi^g man. All through 
that loug. dark nigbt they could hearltia 
dying moanaj deeper aod still deeper <^iBW 
the death rattle, until near morning, 
all became bushed 'and still; and wh| 
last morning broke in upon tbat leath^ 
dungeon, death bad done its work. Thi^ 
poor victim of despotism had ceased to livei 
his released spirit Jtad gone io that land

Was it a military necessity that John W. 
Kees, who had become partially insane by 
brooding over the troubles that had sealed 
down upon our country, ask^d, "it tb#|)| 
was no patriot hand in New Orleans to ipf 
sassinate General Batl*r, tha acknowledged 
Haynau of this war," should bo arrested and 
carried out of tbe State, and confined in the 
Military Bastile in Washington oity? Wat 
it a military necessity tbat his paper should 
be suppressed, and his office ordered U> be 
cloaed? Alssl. aUs! I envy not the Gover" 
nor and Presideot the satisfiaction k will af- 
ford them to learn tbat their persecutions of 
this man has forever put out the light of bis 
mind, and made bim tbe hopeless inmate 
a lunatic asylum, leaving his wife in desti' 
tution and want, dependent upon tbe cold 
charity of the world, for the remainder of 
his earthly existence.
